He writes: 


This fragment of. Monroe’s message shows 
him as passionately attached to the political 
system of the United States, which is under- 
standable in view of thé success of that 
country’s institutions and the wisdom of. ite 
organic. structure. This was right’ s far as . 
it applied to the territory of the United 
States, but ceased being so when it tres- 
passed upon the form of govérnment of na- 
tions no less Pept ig than those of Eu- 
rope. 

His words bing the political system 
oft the nations of America could not have 
been of graver importance. They imply a 
restriction of the autonomous power of those 
nations to give themselves the form of gov- 
ernment best suited to their, character and 
sociological conditions; they imply forcing 
them into the mould of a nation which, in 
adopting its form of government, exercised 
the identical right démanded and exercised 
by other nations. * * * 

In the name of what principle can this 
interference for.the purpose of directing and 
constituting the political organization of the 
new republics be justified? Were these re- 
publics ever consulted? Was there a _ plebis- 
cite representing the whole continent which 
sanctioned the extension of the institutions 
of the northern ee to the whole hem- 
isphere? oom 

Surely it would be more protecting and, 
generous to impose upon us mot only the 
American Constitution, but American laws. 
Why not have the Capitol at Washington 
the seat of the great Assembly which would 
make us South Americans Repudlioans with 
Harrison and McKinley or Democrats with 
Cleveland?! 

National happiness is not monopolized by 
the Yankees. England also may point tu 
her happiness and to her liberties, since her 
her material power 
stronger, and her financial organization 
wiser. Nevertheless, we have not heard that 
England has served upon France a prohibi- 
tion of the republican form of government, 
nor that she has notified the HBuropean con- 
tinent that she will not tolerate any system 
that is not her system from which she has 
derived happiness and good fortuge. 

England, like the United States, owes her 
political prospérity to an essentially free 
regime; she bases her guarantees, her preser- 
vation and her rights more on custom and 
tradition than on the form of her institu- 
tions. From this it is evident that national 
happiness and prosperity are rooted in lib- | 
erty and not in the system serving it. |

y this; it was due to the races that 
divide among themselves the rule of 

the world—the races that engender insult- 
ing aloofness and antagonisms. The Latin 
race, it must be confessed, goes through 
periods of obscurity and depression, which 
form a contrast to its former historical 
greatness, but such eclipses are temporary, 
and the race that ruled over the world will 
some day recover the energies, initiative, 
enterprises, glories and will pewer that are 
the attributes of that soul which Edmond 
Demolins wished to exchange for some 
other, without remembering that it has in- 
spired heroism, glory, greatness, explora- 
tions, inventions, arts and sciences. which 
are not the heritage of the Anglo-Sazon, 
but the rich possession of the Latin race.

Senor Saenz Pena gives a number of instances 
of critical happenings in the history of this 
hemisphere when we have failed to intervene to 
protect South American republies as might have 
been “expected had we interpreted the Monroe 
Doctrine according to the letter. 


Says Monroeism Was Forgotten. 

N 1835, he points out, the B and French

In that same year, he continues, t 1 
of Guatemala tried to prevent, England from 
founding colonies in Belize, reminding the 
American Government of the Monroe Doctrine 
and of its constant opposition to Huropean col- 
onies. But President Jackson refused to inter- 
vene, and the doctrine was again shown to be 
inefficacious. 

In 1846 the United States divided up Oregon 
and recognized the sovereignity of England over 
a part of that territory, in spite of the fact that 
President Polk had declared that the rights of 
the Union to it was inalienable and beyond all 
discussion, 

“In this way,” writes Senor Saenz Pena, “the 
United States undoubtedly assured peace and 
cordial relations with England, but impugned the 
Monroe Doctrine once more in that they allowed 
the establishment of colonies on American terri- 


) tory.” , 


He goes on to cite further inconsistencies in 
our procedure. In 1844, he points out, Great 
Britain Blockaded the port of San Juan in Nic- 
aragua without protest on our part; in 1863 she 
captured Brazilian ships in Brazilian waters. In 
1838 France blockaded Argentine ports. In 1865 
Spain bombarded Valparaiso. On all these occa- 
sions none of the aggressors, we learn, received 
the slightest protest from the land of Monroe. 

In view of these flagrant instances of the in- 
effectiveness of the doctrine, continues its critic, 
one must acknowledge that it is dead so far as 
Latin America is concerned. 

In further proof of this he quotes the follow- 
ing opinion on the subject from Miguel Cane, 
formerly Minister of the Argentine to France: 


Calls Us Unscrupulous. 
N conclusion, the President of the Argentine 
Republic says: 


The acts and relations of the Government 
of the United States toward weak govern- 
ments show a certain unscrupulousness and 
Always savor of might. 

Its recent conflictd with Chile, its breaking 
off of relations with the Peruvian Govern. 
ment, simply because the latter backed up the 
jurisdiction of its own courts, its frequent 
acts of violence in Central America and the 
West Indies, where it presents claims not ag 
gregating as much as $100,000 with a show 
of naval force and sometimes even with actual 
bombardments, are political acts hardly cal- 
culated to promote the cordial intimacy which 
the nations of this continent should develop 
and maintain. 

The United States prolongs npwedays 4 
state of isolation which grows in proportion 
to her tariffs and a selfishness that increases 
tn proportion to her power. If from our time 
we go back to the days of our struggle for 
independence we shall find the same nation 
exhibiting the same traits and the sams 
character, and showing complete and system- 
atic aloofness from our destiny.

IN FACT, IT HAS NO POWERS THAT HAVE NOT BEEN EXHAUSTED. 

It will be noted that under clause 11 of the new charter the city may acquire, construct, own 
and operate any public utility or other utility of service to the city. This is a new power and is 
in response to public demands to be exercised, of course, only when desired by the people. 

Clause 13 is important in that it looks to the regulation of the service and rates of public util- 
ities and to the reasonable extension of the facilities of such service. This provision is particu- 
larly necessary inasmuch as the transportation utilities of the city are now in the hands of one 
corporation and therefore not subject to the influence and rivalries of competition. 

Attention is also invited to clause 5 of the new charter providing that the city may issue bonds 
“SOLELY UPON THE CREDIT OF SPECIFIC PROPERTY OWNED BY THE CITY OR SOLELY 
UPON THE CREDIT OF INCOME DERIVED FROM ANT PROPERTY USED IN CONNECTION 
WITH ANY PUBLIC UTILITY OWNED OR OPERATED BY THE CITY.”

Ireland at Last | 


FIRST. STEP TO FEDERAL UNION. 

Philadelphia Record: It is the first step to- 
ward introducing the federal system in Great 
Britain, with local Parliaments for both Ireland 
and Scotland. It will be the earnest hope of all 
those interested in England and Ireland that the 
momentous departure may be made peacefully. 
If this hope is disappointed and the hotheads of 
Ulster take up arms in opposition to the Govern- 
ment, sympathy, in America at least, will be 
strongly with those who have exercised the right 
of a majority to rule and who refuse to surrender 
to a rebellious minority. 


LET ULSTER MEDIATE.

Mediators-of three great countries of South 
America are sitting at Niagara Falls to prevent 
the outbreak of war betWeen the United States and 
Mexico.“ Theré is plenty of time and plenty of 
opportunity for all elements still to get together 
and avoid bloodshed in Ulster. Let such men as 
Lord Dunraven, Sir Edward Carson, John E. 
Redmond, William O'Brien and all other leaders of 
widely different views meet on common ground.

AN AMENDING BILL NECESSARY. 
Philadelphia Inquirer: On June 16, 1912, the 
bill passed the House of Commons, 367 to 257. Its 
second passage took piace on July 7, 1913, 352 
to 243: and the third is now recorded. Just how 
soon Irish home rule will become a fact accom- 
plished is conjectural. Several months of prepara- 
tion would in’ any case have been required and 
the situation has now been complicated by the im- 
placable opposition and threatening attitude of 
the Ulster malcontents. There is little reason to 
expect that the amending bill to be introduced 
by the Govérnment will achieve an amicable set- 
tlenient, and it is rather more than likely that an 
appeal to the country through the medium of a 
general election will be taken before an enforce- 
ment of the new law is seriously undertaken. 


WHAT WILL ULSTER DO? 
Philadelphia Public Ledger: Ulster, however, 
has refused any compromise, and the critical fea- 
ture of the situation is Ulster itself. The Cov- 
enanters of Ulster have laid a mine which a spark 
may explode at any moment, and the British Gov- 
ernment may be forced to apply force upon the 


recalcitrant province, with all the possible conse 
quences in fratricidal strife. The Ulstermen in- 
sist On unconditional exclusion; the Nationalists 
upon a time limit. Between these alternatives 
there seems to be small room’ for an agreement, 
but the peril of civil war is so imminent and is 
so sincerely dreaded that even the. uncompromis- 
ing Covenanters may at the eleventh hour listen 
to reason and submit to conditions which de- 
fend their rights.

CETTINJE, Montenegro, May 30.—Princess Xenia, 
the elder of King Nicholas’ unmarried daughters, 
is the despair of the foreign legations here on ac- 
count of her influehce over him, Her ideas are 
despotic and she will not let any improvements be 
made in the Government. 8 

When ‘foreign- Ministers get the King alone, be is 
amenable, but he always tells them he must Rave 
a day to think over any new proposals. This means 
he must talk it over with Princess Xenia. Ten to 
one, at the next meeting. he says No“ to their 
requests.

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Unveiling of the Pierre de Laclede Statue Brings 
Together Women Who Were Belles When St. 
Douis Was a Village, and Who Recall Stage 


Coach Days. 


By Frances Cabanne Scovel. 


F unveiling of the statue yesterday of Pierre de Laclede Liguest, 
founder of St. Louis, was a notable occasion and brought together 
three generations of descendants whose names have been associated 
tivically and socially with the city’s history, for there is hardly a prominent 
family here that does not count in its forebears one of the descendants of 


Laclede. 


In the front row of the seats set aside for the family were several wom- 


en whose added ages would amount to more than 500 years, all handsome, 
vigorans women, beauties in their youth, and as attractive in their dowager- 
hood—women worthy of their pioneer ancestry.

OPPOSE PERMANENT STAGE 


Philadelphian Declares Forest 
Park Structure Cannot With | 
stand Elements for 3 Years. 

— 
The second meeting of the conference 
of cities, to which the envoys of other 
cities were invited to offer suggestions 


for municipal improvements, was held 
yesterday morning in the Wednesday 
Club, Taylor avenue and Westminster 
place. About 200 persons attended. Of 
that number all except five were women. 
The women complained that although 


cities they were not attending the con- 
ferences. One woman said she under- 
stood that several had gone to inspect 
a brewery. — 

The program, yesterday, was devoted 
to municipal festivals, the speakers be- 
ing Miss Charlotte Rumbold of St. Louis, 
Hamlin Garland of Chicago, Henry 
Bruere of New Tork and Charles L. 
Burrill of Boston. 

Miss Charlotte Rumbold Speaks. 
Miss Rumbold, secretary of the Pub- 
lic Recreation Commission, talked on 
municipal recreation. She told of the 
success ef playgrounds in St. Louis and 
of the efforts of the St. Louis commis- 
sion to arouse a greater democratie in- 
terest in. all features of civic improve- 
ment work. She said the tendency of 
men and women was to leave all such 
matters to officlalg and that they did 
not take the personal interest they 
should take. 

Garland was enthusiastic in his praise 
of the Pageant and urged that it 
should be extended to the smaller towns 
of the country. 

He said that every town should have 
a municipal stage on whieh dramas de- 
picting the history of the town, Stato 
and country, with children and parents 
ae actors, could be given. The children, 
he said, should be taught history in this 
practical way. Productions of this char- 
acter would more quickly teach the chil- 
dren of immigrants the theories and his- 
tory of the Government, he said. 

Explains New York’s Methods. 

Bruere described briefly the system of 
government in New York City, discus- 
sing “Humanizing City Government.“ 
He told of the efforts to interest all 
classes of citizens in the details of ai! 
plans for the betterment of the city. 

Burrill said that Boston had felt for 
many years that it was the leader in 
entertainments similar to the Pageant, 
having celebrated many holidays in that 
miner. He congratulated St. Louis on 
the success of the Pageant and pre ucted 
that it would lead to the giving of 
future entertainments of the kind.

Titanic Alone Surpasses Disaster 
to Empress in Number of 
Lives Lost. \

River, that rescue work was hampered,

Where Wireless Has Helped. 

Here are some of the disasters in 
hien the wireless has figured since 1909: 

Jan. 28, 199—Republic sank after a 
collision with the Florida off Nantucket. 
Seven hundred lives saved by the Baltic, 
summoned by wireless. Six were killed 
in the collision. 

June 12, 1909—Slavonia struck the rocks 
off Flores Island. Passengers and crew 
rescued by the Prinzess Iréne and Ba- 
tavia, summoned by wireless. 

“Aug. 27, 1908—Ohio struck the rocks 
off Steep Point, Alaska, and foundered. 
Two hundred passengers and crew were 
rescued by the Humboldt and the Ru- 
pert, summoned by wireless. Five lives 
were lost. 

Feb. 6, 1910—S. S. Kentucky sprang a 


rescued by the Alamo, summoned by 


wireless. 
April 14, 1912—Titamc ‘ eollidea with an 


hundred and three survivors were res- 
cued. by the Carpathia, summoned by 
wireless. One thousand five hundred 
And three lives were lost. 

Oct. 2, 1912—Banes went down, 40 miles 
off Hatteras. Navy collier Arethusa, 
summoned by wireless, rescued _ en- 
tire crew. 

Nov. 2, 1912—Norvega collided with the 
Gientlui,- 9% miles off Hatteras. The 
Onondaga and the battleship Minne- 
sota, summoned by wireless, took off 
the crews and afterward succeeded in 


Jan. 7, 1913—Cheslake went ashore off 
Vananda, north of Vancouver, B. C. 
Four lost. All others on board rescued 
by the Camoran, summoned by wire- 
less. 

March 10, 1913—Lugano wrecked off 
Ajax Reef. Three lives were lost. The 
survivors were rescued by wireless. 
May 15, 1913—Nippon wrecked in ty- 
phoon on the coast of ‘Luzon, Philip- 
pine Islands; passengers and crew were 
rescued by wireless. 

June 9,;-1918—Olinda wrecked on Frying 
Stioals, oft Virginia Capes; all hands 
were rescued. by U. 8. 8. Nashville, 
summoned by wireless. ; 

June II, 1913—Yukon. sank after strik- 
ing reef on Sannak Island, B. C.; crew 
and passengers taken off my revenue 
cutter Tahoma, summoned by wireless. 

Sept. 1, 1913—Galaico abandoned afire 


Sept. 27, 1918—Templemore abandoned 
on fire in mid-Atilantic;-all hands saved 
by the Arcadia, summoned by wire- 
less. 

Oct. 19, 1913—Volturno . abandoned on 
tire in mid-Atlantic; 331 lives lost: 521 
saved by the Carmania, summoned by 
wireless. 

Jan. 13, 1914—Cobequid wrecked on the 
rocks near Halifax, N. S.; all hands 
saved by the use of wireless. 

Jan. 286, 1914—Princes Sophia wrecked 
on Mountain Point, B. C.; all hands 
saved by the -Al-ki, summoned by wire- 
less. 

Other Great Disasters. 

The loss of life on the Empress of 
Ineland has been approached or exceed- 
ed by only four martne disasters jn the 
last century. These were the loss of 
the Rhone, Wye and other ‘vessels at 
St. Thomas in the great: ‘hurricane of 
October . 1887, when 1000 persons per- 
ished; the burning | of the excursion 
boat General Slocum in the East River, 
New York, on June 15, 904. with an ap- 
proximated logs of 1000 lives; that most 
terrible of all marine disasters of mod- 
ern times, the loss of the Titanic, April 
14, 1912, and the loss of the Kickemaru 
off the Japanese ‘cuast, Sept. 28, 1912, 
with a loss of 1000 lives. i

conventional forms in the decorative 
designe of the Pageant and on the flag 
of St. Louis. The garden will be open 
today from 2 p. m. until sunset, and 
every week day Trom sunrise to sunset. 

The fleur-de-lis is the flower of St. 
Louis, as it played an important part 
in the early history of the city, because 
of the distinctively French character 
and influence. 


Credited Victory to Flower. 

The iris—fleur-de-lis—figures promi- 
nently in many of the early writings 
on so-called medical botany. To the 
roots, or underground stems, were at- 
tributed a host of singular medicinal 
virtues. The use of the stems for varied 
ailments was attended by solemn cere- 
monies, and, in time, a mysterious and 
even divine influence has given rise 
to many traditions. ne ‘one given here 
is frequently referfed to as offering 
an explanation of the manner in which 
the fleur-de-lis became the distinctive 
bearing of the royal family of Franca. 

In the encounter between the Franks 
under Clovis and the West Goths un- 
der Alaric II, at Voulon, on the banks 
of the Veielle, in 807, tradition tells us 
that the Franks at first were unable 
to cross the river because of the depth 
of the water. A deer, however, fright- 
ened by the clatter of arms, instinc- 
tively ran to the river’s brink and 
crossed safely at a shallow place, there- 


‘| by pointing out a ford to the Franks. 


Iris a Historical Flower. 

Clovis observed the river iris growing 
in abundance at the ford and, recall- 
ing the marvelous virtues attributed to 
the plant, saw in the aid of the deer 
an act of divine intervention, and, as 
a pledge of his future victory, dismoun:- 
ed and plucked one of the flowered 
stems. The march against the West 
Goths was triumpnant, and Clovis, 
deeming the victory to be due to the 
influence of the iris, caused the flower 
to be done In gold and velvet as an em- 
bellishment for his ornaments. Hence- 
forth he regarded the fleur-de-lis as the 
symbol of victory. 

The Missouri Botanical Garden dis- 
play for Pageant week includes all va- 
rietie=, but the largest number are Ger- 
man and Spanish varieties. The Ger- 
man irises are to be found in the green- 
house, while the Spanish varieties make 
gorgeous the mounds south of the la- 
goon. 

The range of color is greater in the 
Spanish varieties than in the German, 
Japanese and others. They also are 
different in habit, being grown from 
bulbs planted in the fall, like tulips, 
narcissuss and other bulbs that flower 
in the spring. The flowers are not 80 
large as other varieties, nor is the 
bladelike follage as large or as lux- 
urious.

Collier Storstad Expected te Reach 
Montreal Today. 

THREE RIVERS, Que., May 0.— The 
Storstod, the celier that rammed the 
Empress of Ireland, passed here at 3:45 
p m. today, in care of the wrecking tug 
Strathcona. She was down by the head 
and making poor progress, She is ex- 
pected to reach Montreal at 9 o'clock to- 
morrow morning. 


When I-came to the surface I found my- 
self under a lifeboat and entangled in 
wreckage. I was finally pulled into 
one of the boats and could see the col- 
lier about a mile and a half away. Im- 
mediately before the collision we went 
full speed astern and then stopped. Then 
I got the order ‘full speed ahead,’ but 
had only started the engines when the 
crash came. We then kept her full 
* speed: ahead to try to reach the shore, 
as long as we had steam. Owing to the 
Steam failing us, and then the light’ 
also, we could keep the engines going 
kor only a few moments. There was no 
explosion of any kind. 

“I gaw no reason why the collier did 
not keep much closer than she did, as if 
she did there would have been many 
lives saved.

I could: not bring myself 
to tell her they had .died in the 
icy waters. They were Mrs. Sa- 
bina Barber, a widow s years and 
little Evelyn, 8 years old. The. little 
girl I saved is Florence. In our 
party were William Barry and Mrs. 
Barber and two children, all of 
Silverstone, We were on a holiday ‘ 
trip to England. When we were 
hit none of us left our staterooms, 
We didn't think there was any- 
thing serious, but when I heard 
the seurrying on deck I went up 
and saw the danger. I immediate- 
ly got the Barbers up, put some 
clothes on them, and later we stood 
on deck waiting. A great hole was 
in one side of the ship and she 
listed over so far that it was only 
with the greatest difficulty we could 
get them all up the companionway. 
We got to the rail and stood there. 
I held Florence and Mrs. Barber 
held her little sister. 

Then as the ship listed we 
climbed over the rail and walked 
Cautiously down the ship’s side to 
the water’s edge, trying to avoid 
falling into the portholes. Just as 
we reached the water's edge the 
ship gave a tremor that was truly 
terrible. We knew it was all over. 
I saw Mrs. Barber and her child 
tottering toward the water and 
reaching out their hands to me. I 
tried to get them, but God, I 
couldn’t reach them, «and that’s the 
last I saw of them. 

“Then I jumped into the water 
with this little girl here. She was 
a wonderfully brave little girl. Cold 
as it was, and terrible as was the 
water, with dead bodies mingled 
with struggling forms, she never 
cried.

We both sank three times, being car- 
ried under by the suction of the 
foundering vessel. When we came 
up the third time I saw a liteboat 
near, and I swam to it, pulling my 
wife after me. Then those in the 
boat pulled us in and we were saved. 

The impact was just sufficient to 
awaken us. It sounded as if our boat 
had struck a rock. It was very 
slight, and I was surprised when I 
afterwards came to realize the aw- 
ful consequences of the crash. When 
we got on the deck there were Very 
few persons to be seen. In fact, 
the people on the deck were so few 
that they were hardly noticeable. 

The reason for this ig that when 
the boat had listed to one side, the 
stairs from the sleeping apartments 
up to the boat decks were very dif- 
ficult, almost impossible to mount. 
I did not see the hole in the side of 
our ship as I rushed for the stairs, 
but I did see the water pouring in 
in such volume that it threatened to 
drown us before we could mount the 
stairs.

HE escape of Mr. and Mrs. Free- 
7 man was one of the incidents 
tending to make less terrible 
the fate of so many hundreds of oth- 
ers. Clad only in pajamas and 
sweaters, they rushed on deck just in 
time to leap overboard, hand in hand, 
in the rush of water following the 
sinking, but they were separated.

This is the story told today by Mr.

R. J. F. GRANT, ship’s ur- 
geon: I was in my cabin, 
and knew nothing of the 

accident until the boat listed so 
badly that I tumbled out of my 
berth and then rolled under it. 
I tried to turn on the ‘light, but 
there was no power. I reached 
the bolted door, but the list was 
so strong that it took me con- 
siderable time to open it. 

When I finally got out and 
reached the passageway it was so 
steep, due to the way the ship 
was slanted, that my efforts to 
climb up were rendered impos- 
sible by the carpet to which I 
was clinging breaking away. I 
then scrambled up and managed 
to get my head through. a port- 
hole, but I was unable to get my 
shoulders through. At that time 
the ship was lying almost flat in 
the water on her starboard side.

Winnipeg Man Describes 
Voices Calling for Help

V peg: The weather was fine 

and everybody was happy 
when the steamer left Quebec. At 
about 10 o’clock at night we Passed 
the Alsatan and cheered her as she 
passed us in the darkness. 

At ll o’clock I went to bed, and 
was sleeping soundly when, at about 
2 o’clock, I was awakened suddenly 
by a loud noise and a shock. There 
was no grating sound. For some sec- 
onds there was silence and then I 
felt the ship turn on one side. I fell 
out of my berth and slipping my 
pants on I reached down and grabbed 
two life preservers. I did this be- 
cause I knew by the angle of the 
cabin floor that the boat was dan- 
gerously on one side. I gave one 
Preserver to my fellow passenger 
and rushed into the corridors. 

Other passengers were rushing out. 
I saw that some of them were leav- 
ing their life belts and I shouted: 
‘Take your life preservers with you.’ 
By this time the water was enter- 
ing through the windows in streams. 
The boat was turning more and more 
on one side and the water was fill- 
ing the corridors quickly. Many of 
the people could not make their way 
against the force of the water in the 


corridors and that is why so few 


got up on deck in time. It was ter- 
rible to hear the cries of the wom- 
en and children, The men helped 
the women and children nobly, but 
the whole thing happened so fast it 
was impossible to do much. 

Then an officer called in a loud 
voice: “Everybody try to save ‘him- 
self.” I shall never forget the warn- 
ing. It was the last order. One 
minute afterwards the Empress of 
Ireland, which left Quebec only a 
few hours before, in all her majesty, 
was gone. 

I jumped from the boat two min- 
utes before she sank and swam away 
from her.

Volturno Hero, in 
Empress Crew, Gives 
Detail of Disasters 


Winner of Heroism Medal Says 
Colliers Lights Came Out of 
Fog Then Came the Crash. 


QUEBEC, May .- Two participants 
in the tragedy of the burning of the Vol- 
turno at sea last year sat side by side in 
the Seamans’ Institute here today, sur- 
vivors also of the wreck of the Empress 
of Ireland. One of them was J. E. 
Price, an ordinafy seaman on the Ire- 
land, who, while serving last year on 
the Devonian, plunged overboard and 
saved a woman passenger of the Vol- 
turno. For this he was to receive the 
Albért medal for gallantry at sea on his 
return to England, which he was mak- 
ing on the Ireland. 

The other was a pantryman on the 
Ireland, John Cape, who was one of 
those saved from the Volturndé. Price's 
story of the accident was one of the 
clearest of those related by the surviv- 
ors here today. He said: 

„We had just left the pilot. He had 
élambered down the starboard gangway 
into hig tender, and I had just got ‘the 
sea ladder made up and was carrying 
it forward for stowage. As I got to 
the break of the deck bridge, I saw the 
Storstad bearing down on our starboard 
bow. I could see her mast lights then, 
but neither of her side lMghts. Her 
course was somewhat across ours, and I 
heard our bridge signal them to star- 
board their helm. We did the same, 
with our engines running full speed 
astern and stopped our headway. 

Ripped Into Engine Room. 

‘‘Then I saw the Storstad sheer away, 
and her starboard light showed, but 
she kept coming on, and it was clear 
she was going to hit us, She struck us 
just about at tke starboard gangway. 
I should think she was have gone into 
us by the No. 1 or forward stokehold, 
and then ripped aft into the engine 
room.

There is a 
hoarse cry, and once again Gold ap- 
pears, and brings War, to battle on 
horseback, with the flowers of the 
Pioneers. And once again Gold is van- 
quished. 

Then comes poverty, with her sister 
evils, and their wails. A black-hooded 
figure slowly approaches, mounts the 
mound, and after being uncloaked, 
stands forth as Gold again, and wrestles 
the sword from Saint Louis, and disap- 
pears into the temple. From the sky 
comes a voice, 

“St. Louis, call your brothers.”

US. INSISTS THA 
MEDIATORS HEAR 
~CARRANZA'S SIDE 


Americans Contend That a Half. 
Way Peace Would Not Im- 
prove Present Conditions. 


WASHINGTON, May 80.— Every indi- 
cation in Washington tonight pöints to 
prolongation of the Mexican mediation 
negotiations at Niagara Falls. That the 
Washington Government desires the 
Mexican Constitutionalists represented 
in the proceedings tending for peace 
is undoubted. The view of the admin- 
istration is said to be that terms of 
peace for Mexico which will not be a 
permanent peace are useless. : 

Administration leaders, cognizant ‘of 
this view, reiterated tonight their oft- 
expressed confidence that the mediation 
conference would not adjourn until «he 
pathway to an adjustment of the differ- 
ences between Huerta and the United 
States and the internal conflict in Mex- 
ico had been cleared. 

In circles close to the administration 


lit. was declared the American represent- 


atives at the Niagara Falls conference 
had been instructed to urge upon the 
South American mediators the neces- 
sity of giving recognition to the Con- 
Stitutionalist.forces in framing a plan to 
compone the turbulence of Mexico. 


Message Is Recetved. 
The first open intimation of the atti- 


tude on the part of the American Gov- 
ernment was evidenced yesterday when 
Commissioners Lamar and Lehman were 
directed to use their influence upon the 
mediators to insure the reception of the 
message sent by Gen. Carranza, chief 
of the  Constitutionalists, carried to 
Niagara Falls by Juan Urquidi. Er- 
forts of the American commissioners 
i: this regard were successful. 

Today after the message from Car- 
ranza had been accepted by the medi- 
ators, it was reported from. Niagara 
Falls that the Huerta delegates had de- 
cided among themselves that they. would 
abide by any decision the mediators 
might make as to receiving delegates 
from the Carranza faction into the 
conference. This, together with the fact 
that the Washington. Government was 
eager that the Constitutionalists should 
be represented, was taken as a strong 
indication that there might be a broad- 
ening ‘of the scope of the conferente be- 
fore the actual signing of any protocol 
which would lead to a provisional gov- 
ernment for Mexico in substitution. for 
the Huerta regime. 

American commissioners at Niaga- 
ra Falls sent to Washington during 
the day several important communi- 
cations relating to Constitutionalist 
representation. Secretary Bryan 
would not reveal the nature of these 
messages but it was stated that 
answers to all communications had 


Departments Take a Holiday. 

Constitutionalist representatives in 
Washington would not discuss devel- 
opments in the situation. They as 
serted that nothing has come from 
Gen. Carranza since the delivery of 
his message to the mediators, Mr. 
Urquidi, who took the message to Ni- 
agara Falls, it was stated, probably 
would return to Washington tomor- 
row. The Carranzaistas here, how- 
ever, insisted. that any plan for a 
Provisional Government which did not 
recognize the strength of their forces 
would not be agreed to. It further 
was maintained that participation in 
mediation by constitutionalist repre- 
sentatives would not be undertaken 
on condition of an armistice in the 
military movement against Huerta.

ZOLNAY IS THE SCULPTOR 


Many of Most Prominent Persons. 
Socially Are Descended From 
Founder of St. Louis. 


Two great - great - great-great-great- 
grandsons of Pierre Laclede stood on the 
pedestal of the new statue of the found- 
er of St. Louis as it was unveiled yes- 
terday morning in City Hall Square. 
Pierre Chouteau, 16 years old, of 5579 
Clemens avenue, a Soldan High School 
student, pulled the cord which removed 
the covering from the statue. Pierre 
Charles Laclede, 17, of Ste. Genevieve. 
who was not scheduled for an official 
part in the ceremony, stepped upon the 
pedestal and stdod near Chouteau as 


| the covering fell from the figure of their 


common ancestor. 

A large party of the Laclede descend - 
ants, who occupied seats of honor, wel- 
comed young Laclede when he ap- 
peared with Mrs. Charles P. Johnson of 
4300 Washington boulevard, a former 
neighbor of his family in Ste. Genevieve. 
At the moment of the unveiling he as- 
cended the platform and stood near 
Chouteau and his mother. 

Pierre in Each Generation. 

Chouteau was introduced by George 
D. Markham as Pierre Chouteau, the 
son of Pierre Chouteau, the on of 
Pierre Chouteau, the son of Pierre 
Chouteau, and the five-times-great- 
grandson of Pierre Laclede, through the 
oldest branch of the family.“ 

Young Laclede, according to members 
of the family, is descended from Pierre 
Chouteau, only son of Pierre Laclede, 
through Chouteau’s second marriage, 
in the same degree as the oung 
Chouteau of today is descended 
through the first. marriage: Pierre 
Chouteau took his second wife in Sta. 
Genevieve and the descendants of this 
branch of the family have lived there 
ever since. The family name was Chou- 
teau until about 20 years ago, when the 
late Fred Chouteau, by an act of the 
Legislature, changed his name to La- 
clede. He was the father of the present 
Pierre Charles Laclede. 

Only durviving Descendant, 

Some of the Laclede descendants 
familiar with family genealogy were 
surprised to read, a few days ago. 
the published statement that young 
Laclede was the onlysurviving di- 
rect descendant of. Pierre Laclede.” 
They said he wes a déscendant in 
the same de pas Pierre Chouteau 
of St. Louis. and that there -was no 
difference i. She directness of the 
descent’ of ‘young.men. La- 
clede has been udent in St. Mary's 
College, St. Mary's, Kan., and is 
here as the guest of Mrs. Johnson 
and her husband for the Pageant. 

The statue, of which George Julian 
Zolnay was sculptor, was intended 
to represent Leclede as he looked 
when he founded St. Louis in 1764. 
Laclede visited the site of St. Louis 
in the fall of 1763, selected it as the 
site for @ wilage and blazed trees 
here. In the following February he 
sent his stepson, young Auguste 
Choutean, here with a party of men 
to make the first clearing, and in 
April Laclede arrived himself. In the 
Pageant, the action is hurried some- 
what, and Laclede arrives almost be- 
fore the ripples from young Chou- 
teu's barge have cleared om the 
water. 

How Pr Is Classifies. 

Theophile Papin Jr., one of the 
Laclede descendants, sent out 564 in- 
vitations to the unveiling in the 
week before the ceremony. The fam 
fly, as classified by Papin, has five 
distinct branches, headed by Auguste 
Chouteau, Pierre Chouteau, Charles 
Gratiot, Syltvester Labadie and Jo- 
seph Marie Papin, the sons and sons 
in-law of Laclede and Mme. Therese 
Chouteau. Many of the most promi- 
nent person in St. Louis society are 
included in these different branches. 
Papin’s list contained 178 heads of 
families. It was impossible to learn 
the exact number of the descendants, 
as many have long since removed 
from St. Louis and have reared fami- 
lies, but the number is believed to 
exceed 1500. 

A delgatlion of members of the 
Women's Relief Corps, who had just 
decorated the Grant statue on the 
south side of the city hall, attended 
the Laclede statue ceremony.

NOME, Alaska, May %3%.—News has 
just reached here that the wooden 
820-ton steam whaler Karluk, flagship 
of the Canadian Government's Arctic 
exploring expedition unaer command of 
Villjalmur Stefansson, was crushed in 
the ice and sunk Jan. 16 near Herald 
Island, northeast of Siberia. The en- 
tire crew, except Capt. Robert A. Bart- 
lett, is now at Wrangel Island, with 
plenty of food and wood. 
Capt. Bartlett of the Karluk made 
his way across the frozen ice to North 
Cape. Siberia, and then proceeded over- 
land to Whaler Bay, Siberia. There he 
was taken on board the whaler Her- 
man, which carried him to St. Michael, 
where he now is. 

Frozen Sea Safe for Travel. 
It is assumed by authorities on Arctic 
conditions that when the ice closed on 
the Karluk last January, the 24: men on 
board got their supplies out on the ice, 
along with the dog teams, and were 
able to reach land well equipped for 
the remainder of the winter. It is

OOD-FADDISTS have never advocated any- 
thing more revolutionary than a startling 
new.theory to which scientists of the high- 


est rank are turning their attention. It 
is that in cooking food we destroy an ele- 
ment which is essential to perfect heaith. 

The question whether food should be cooked or not 
has been proposed seriously, not by notoriety see ers, 
but .by Conservative physjcians. The London Lancet, 
in a recent editorial, admitted that the question is de- 
batable. It went farther and admitted there are possi- 
ble absurdities in attempts to prove, by scientific logic, 
that food should be cooked. 

The Lancet’s expression was evoked by a letter from 
one of its readers, a physician who was confronting 
serious problems in his own practice. The journal 
‘frankly said that. it couldn’t pass authoritatively upon 
the matter, adding: “These are questions which deserve 
careful attention, for the above consideratiors appear 
to place the contentions of some of our dietitians in a 


rather absurd position.

recovered if given vitamine. 

To make sure that no harmful effects would fol 
from administering vitamine in its pure form to rar 
beings, he gave some of it to Arthur Robertson Cushny, 
professor of materia medica and pharmacology at the 
Iniversity of London, who, after a series of careful ex- 
periments, announced that it had no marked action on 
blood pressure, respiration or the heart. 

The conclusion from all of this is that vitamine is 
essential to good health— that its presence insures a 


‘well-balanced diet and that its absence opens the way to 


some of,the most serious maladies to which humanity 
is susceptibie. 

The unfortunate thing about it * Funk discovered, 
that vitamine is destroyed by intense heat. A tempera- 
ture of 130 degrees is sufficient to disintegrate it and 
deprive it of all its food value. That temperature is ex- 
celled in almost any kind of cooking. Water boils at 
212 degrees, which is much hotter than the temperature 
at which vitamine is annihilated. It is at this point 
that the question as to whether food should be cooked 
becomes important. The editorial in the Lancet states 
the problem concisely. | 

“The isolation of that curious substance vitamine,” 
the article runs, “has led to the conclusion that its 
presence in foods is of great importance; and that its 
removal from. foods is connected in some way, not at 
present quite clear, with the occurrence of the so-called 
deficiency diseases, among which may be reckoned riek- 
ets, scurvy, osteomalacia and beri-beri. But vitamines 
are destroyed by temperatures largely overr 
cooking processes. If vitamines are a necessity in dietet- 
ics, the conclusion is well-nigh reached that we should 
eat our foods raw or uncooked. This injunction would, 
of course, be most distasteful to the majority of per- 
sons, especially in the case of animal foods.“ 

The writer then shows that cooking meat does not 
add to its digestibility but simply makes it attractive 
and develops its flavors, besides preserving it and 
slightly sterilizing 
it. Then he con- 
tinues: 

“There are not 
many articles in 
a stereotyped diet 
which are not 
cooked before con- 
sumption, and this 
applies to vege- 
table as well as to 
animal foods, while 
most of the foods 
rich in vitamies are 
cooked, as for ex- 
ample meats, cer- 
eals, the pulses, 
potatoes and car. 
rots. 

“Even bread, 
made from rich, 
vitamine-containing 
wheat, would be 
vitamineless after 
cooking, since the temperature reached in the oven is 
much higher than that which has been shown to destroy 
this so-called vital principle. Incidentally, this observa- 
tion has an obvious bearing on the controversy as to 
whether whole-meal bread is more nourishing than white 
bread. 

“These are questions which deserve careful attention, 
for the above contentions appear to place the conten- 
tions of some of our dietitians in a rather absurd posi- 
tion. On the one hand, the majority of our foods are 
cooked, and on the other we are told that the process 
of cooking imperils the vitality of a substance present 
which is essential to the assimilability of food. If we 
accepted the proposition laid down, we should have to 
conclude that there is something radically wrong with 
our methods of preparing food, which seemingly ought 
to have favored a general distribution of deficiency dis- 
eases.” 

It is significant that the Lancet does not challenge the 
validity of Funk’s claims for his discovery. The paper 
simply takes the position that these are matiers of 
grave consequence that should be thoroughly studied.

AEN thaty peril and pain which comes 
only to ‘woman is no longer synony- 
mous with agony, the world’s litera- 
ture will need revision to find some 
other standard illustration of inevita-, 
ble suffering. Right now the great 

8 scientists of all countries believe they 
are at the threshold of a discovery in which this long- 
sought end will be attained. 

It is too early as vet to declare positively that the 
discovery has been made. Certainly under the progress 
already reported, women in a German institution go 
through the ordeal without conscious suffering. The 
conditions under which this is brought about, however, 
are peculiar to the establishment. It is to be doubted 
that they can be duplicated by ‘the average practitioner 
or in the average hospital. Yet if what is being done 
there can be brought within the reach of all, it will be 
a greater boon to humanity, if possible, than aseptic 
surgery and even general anesthesia. For while the av- 
erage man rarely requires serious surgical attention, 
bringing children into the world is the lot of the average 
woman. 

Patnless birth is being achieved in the woman’s clinic 
of the State University of Freiburg, in Germany. . The 
fame of it has spread abroad and women are going 
there from all over the world. Its directors have made 
a life study of the matter. As vet. however, they have 
been unable to perfect their method so that 
it can be universally copied. : 

A St: Louis scientist of national reputation 
declared the results ebtained at Freiburg of 
the highest importance. He pointed out, how- 
ever, that there is danger in the public be- 
coming too optimistic over the success of the 


-——experiments. The results thus far achieved 


have been brought about by the use of drugs, 
dangerous and uncertain within themselves, 
In the hands of inexperienced practitioners 
or employed under unpropitious circum- 
stances, the St. Louisan intimated, these drugs 
might be extremely harmful. Yet there is 
cheer enough in the mere fact that the prob- 
lems are being worked out, with fair promise 
of ultimate success. 

The medical world has long sought an 
anesthetic which would destroy consciousness 
of pain and yet would not interfere with mus- 
cular action. The difficulty with most of the 
known drugs is that they could accomplish 
neither result without the other Yet to de- 
stroy a woman's power of muscular action 
would make natural birth impossible.

“These letters,“ the commission states, “relieve us 
of the task of summing up the evidence.” From Kukugh 
to the Bulgarian frontier the Greek army devastated the 
villages, violated the women and slaughtered the non- 


combatants. 

To match these extracts, the report quotes a letter 
written by a Servian soldier to a friend: 

1 have no time to write you at length, but can 
tell you of the appalling things going on here. I may 
say that Liouma, an Albanian region along the river 
of the same name, no longer ekists There is nothing 
but corpses, dust and ashes. There are villages of 
160. 150, 200 houses where there is no longer a single 
man, literally not one. We collect them in bodies of 
40 to 50 and then we pierce them through with the 
bayonets to the last man.” 

In order to show to what depths of brutal'tv race 
hatred caused the Greeks to sink, the commission points 
to a gandily colored poster seen in the strets of Salo 
nica and bought eagerly by the returning Greek Sol- 
ers. It shows a Greek evzone (highlander) holding a 
living Bulgarian soldier with both hands and gnaw- 
ing the face of his victim with his teeth like a beast 
of prey. It is entitled “Bulgarophagos,” or Buigar- 
eater. Another popular battle picture shows a Greek 
soldier gouging out the eyes of a living Bulgarian.

Mito still bears evidence of his wounds—a sabre cut 
which all but killed him, and a slight, revolver 
wound. A shot ‘wound may be accidental, but a 
sabre wound can only be given deliberately and at 
close quarters.

“Of this particular squad of Greek cavalry it is not 
too much to say that they were slaughtering Bul- 
garian peasants at sight, and they spared neither 
women nor children.” 

The occupation of Macedonia by Greeks and Servians 
fostered the germs of discord among the Balkan allies 
which had not been stifled by treaties, the terms of 
which were in continual dispute. Alleged Bulgarian 
violations of treaties and Servian transgressions, fol- 
lowed by mutual demands for concessions and exten- 
sions of frontier, precipitated a war between the allies 
which for wanton cruelty and wholesale demolition is 
almost unparalleied. 

The second chapter of the report under the heading 
of The War and the Non-Combatant Population,” is 2 
recital of these horrors. In a re- 
view of the acts committed by 
the Greeks against the Macedo- 
nian Moslems, the commission had

HESSIAN FLY! To the grower of wheat, these two 
words spell calamity. They refer to a tiny insect, part 
of whose scientific name is Destructor. A destroyer he 
is in fact. Wherever his hosts camp, blight follows—a 


destructive than the Rocky Mountain locust, the cotton 
worm and the chinch bug. | 

“What shall we do?” the Carroll County farmer and 
his neighbors cried out when the judgment of the agri- 
„ cultural experts had been given. 

“Plow up every field where the fly has appeared,” 
was the answer. “You can plant it in corn, as it is not 
yet too late for a crop of that. Whatever you may try 
to do tq save the wheat will not be worth the effort.” 

That was in the last days of May. It meant much to 
the farmers of Carroll County, as well as to those ot 
the neighbor counties fi the fertile Missouri River Val- 
ley. Great things had been expected of the 1914 Avheat 
crop. A greater acreage than ever before had been 
sown. All conditions were propitious. The winter had 
been just right and the wet spring had brought up the 
young plants in lush profusion. And now it was all 

to be undone! 

se week -before the first farmer noticed the brown 
splotches, there were good prospects of a yield of 
2,000,000 bushels in Carroll County alone. A week after 
it was highly doubtful that as much as 28 per cent of 
this crop would be harvested. It was a crushing blow. 

And all because of a little fly, so fragile that the 
tiniest infant’s hand could crush it! For more than 
a century science has been trying to find an effective 
means ‘to eradicate the pest. Yet when it appears at 
the end of the hundred years, all science can tell the 
farmer is that there is no use fighting! 

A compilation of the records shows that there have 
been 3ix periods ‘of extraordinary activity of the pest. 
These were in the years 1790, 1817, 1844-45, 1871-72, 
1876-78 and 1900. It has been observed that most of 
these periods were marked by early fall sowing of wheat 
and late, damp springs. From this it is deduced that it 
is best to plant the in as late as possible in the fall, 
so that the frost will kill the eggs of the fly before 
the larval stage is reached. 

»The fly is not in itself a formidable looking insect 
It is only about a tenth of an inch long, with two 
wings end long, dangling legs. It belongs to the gen- 
eral class of gall-flies, so called because when the eggs 
are deposited in a plant they cause an irritation which 
causes a small swelling over the place of deposit. The 
following is a. brief story of the life of one of these 
insects: 

One day along in the fall, just after the tender wheat 
shoots have forced their way through the soil, a small 
insect is seen hovering over one of the plants. She 
has a short proboscis, which, however, is not armed 
with bristles like those of her distant relative, the 
mosquito. She has long antennae, composed of many 
bead-like joints, and long, unstable looking legs. Her 
eyes are kidney-shaped and she carries something which 
at first sight: appears to resemble a bee's sting. :

“Leaving the unhappy children of the mill, the sweat- 
shop and the mine to others better qualified to speak on 
the subject, he says, “I venture to raise a protest 
against the social Juggernaut which is mangling thou- 
sands of children on the stage and concert platform 
out of human shape. i 

There is need of immediate legislation which should 
be drastic and Federal. The parents of these stage 
atoms of humanity should be made to understand in 
no uncertain way that no children under a certain age 
say 15 years, should be allowed to exhibit themselves on 
the stage or elsewhere in public. At this age they will 
have acquired a fair education in the public schools, 
and, most important of all, a physical development 
which will stand them in stead when they begin the 
strenuous life, which is inseparable from the artistic 
life. 

“Under some such dispenention, especially gifted 
youngsters would be enabled to learn the bent of their 
respective endowments and inclinations, and also have 
leisure to store their minds with practical wisdom 
which would help them hold their own when they ente! 
the scuffling and bustling world. 

“Had this common sense course been followed in the 
past, we should have been spared the premature toss 
of a large array of superendowed citizens, who left the 
world at the zenith of their powers and usefulness. 

“My list of infant prodigies who died untimely deaths 
consists of persons abnormally gifted with musical 
aptitude, but who were overdriven in childhood The 
results, as might have been expected, were woefully 
disastrous. They were killed by youthful drudgery, and 
all of them, had their energies been economized, might 
have ranked with the giants of their art.” 

However, Towers admits that some of the greatest 
of musical geniuses survived the forcing process and 


lived to old age. There was Beethoven, whose father

required heating, generally soup. 

When the tourist or excursionist de- 
sires to use the soup, he has only to 
punch through the stamped circles near 
the edge of the soft tin cover and to 
pour water through them into the quick- 
lime. Immediately the soup begins to 
warm and in a minute or two is thorough- 
ly heated; then the cover above the in- 


ner can is opened and the hot soup 


poured out. The amount of quicklime 
may. be regulated so as to be just suffi- 
cient to warm all the soup to about 70 
degrees, a temperature at Which we like 
to have soup. 

This process of “slaking,” in which 


heat is given off without fire, involves 


the study of thermo-chemistry. The re 
action may be explained briefly in the 
following manner: 

When quicklime (calcium oxide) and 
water come into contact they react and 
form slaked lime“ (calcium hydroxide). 
But the quicklime contains far more than 
iis share of chemical energy, while the 
slaked lime has comparatively little. 
Accordingly, when quicklime is convert- 
ed into slaked lime a quantity of 
energy equivalent to the difference in the 
amount of chemical energy between the 
two compounds of lime must be disposed 
of. This is given off in the form of heat, 
thereby warming the soup.

Platinum Is Dear Because 


So Rare 


NE of the difficulties in the exten- 
sion of electrical and technical 
chemistry is the shortage of 
platinum, says the American Ma- 

chinist. Russia is practically the only 
country producing platinum; it is found 
in varions localities of the Ural Moun- 
tains. Very small quantities have been 
found in Borneo,--Brazil, Australia and 
California; but of the world's total pro- 
duetion of 13,250 pounds, more than 95 
per cent comes from Russia. 

Now extensive deposits of platinum 
have been discovered in Germany, in 
Westphalia, where iron, lead, copper and 
zinc mines abound. The platinum is pres- 
ent in the form of an alloy, but in suf- 
ficient quantities to guarantee profitable 
extraction, and it seems possible that 
under new methods of analysis deposits 
of platinum under workable conditions 
may be found in various other parts ot 
the world. 
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With Ultra ‘Violet Ra 


HOSE death-dealing rays that H. 

G. Wells gave to his Martians 

as weapons with which to war 

against the earth-men actually 
have their counterpart in the ultra-violet 
rays, the power of which is only just 
beginning to be understood except 93 
the scientists who have been studying 
them. — 

No man in the world knows more 
about ultra-violet rays than Prof. Daniel 
Berthelot of Paris, and no man can 
speak with greater authority. Richard 
Arapu, in an article in the Scientific 
American, quotes Prof. Berthelot as say- 
ing to him: 

“The ultra-violet rays are the most 
rapid ethereal radiations that we are able 
to produce. This quarts lamp emits rays 
that vibrate 750 trillion times in a sec- 
ond. This prodigious number exceeds our 
powers of comprehension. 

But the eyesight is most greatly me- 
naced by exposure to ultra-violet rays, 
which in a few seconds produce painful 
conjunctivitis and ophthalmia. An ex- 
posure of three or four minutes may 
cause tota blindness.” 

Mr. Arapu comments on this: 

“This peculiar property of ultra-violet 


Trays may be utilized in future wars. In 


the recent war in Thrace many nocturnal 
attacks were made by Bulgarian troops 
armed with acetylene torches, the daz- 
zliing light of which blinded the enemy 
and made defense impossible The in-

visible ultra-violet rays ean be filtered 
from the green light of the mercury vapor 
lamp by a screen of suitable material and 
color, and it would be easy to devise ap- 
paratus which would emit a flood of 
these invisible destructive rays that 
would actually blind the enemy.” 

The ultra-violet rays turn the gases of 
the air into foodstuffs. They make car- 
bon dioxide and water combine to form 
sugar and other carbo-hydrates. Prof. 
Berthelot points out that “it is not too 
rash to look forward to the synthesis of 
certain foodstuffs,” meaning that the day 
may come when our fields of grain and 
sugar cane and beets shall be replaced 
by factories in which ultra-violet rays 
will turn the air int Als can 
be done today, but a polma of such syn- 
thetic sugar would cost several hundred 
dollars. 

Another Ae line quality of ultra- 
violet rays is their power to digest food 
Prof. Berthelot has inclosed sugar, but- 
ter and fats in sealed vessels of quartz 
and thoroughly digested them by the ac- 
tion of ultra-violet rays alone. 

“It seems to me,” says he, that I have 
here touched one of the mysterious 
secrets of life. Food is digested by the 
action of the saliva, the gastric and in- 
testinal juices, etc., which contain fer- 
ments or diastases that decompose the 
foodstuffs into substances that the bodr 
can assimilate I have digested artifi- 
cially by the agency of ultra-violet rays, 
foodstuffs of the three great classes, car- 


_ bohydrates, fats and albuminoids, in-
